A CLAIM FOR SALVAGE. 

A claim for salvage was raised by Messra 
Schetlhass and 0o., agents for the Nor- 
wegian stenmer Krim, against the Messa- 
cries Maritimes, for sorvices rendered to 
tho M. M. Co.’s steamer Maiphong, while 
the latter steamer was ashore in the Hai- 
nan Straita in March last. 

Mr J. J. Francis, Q.C., instructed by 
Mr H. L. Dennys, appeared on behalf of 
tho plaintiff, and Mr A. J. Lesch, Q.C., 
instructed by Mr. C. Bilis (of Mr Vv. 
Doacon’s office) on behalf of the dofend- 
ants. 

Mr J. J. Francis, in his opening state- 
mont, narrated the dotails of the various 
attempts made ly the Krim to assiat the 
Haipliong. Tho Haiphong went ashore on 
a bank off the Hainan Coaat at one o'clock 
on the afternoon of March 26 Inst, and two 
hours tater signalled the Krim, which was 
ons voyage from Hoihow to Hongkong, to 
stand by her and give assistauce in tow- 
ing her off The rim atood by, 
and while trying to get a good position for 
commencing to tow the Haiphong also got 
ashore. Dating the remainder of thé after- 
noon, and duting the wholo of the 26th and 
2th, the people on board the Krim were 
doing their best to got themselves vut of 
the difficulty. All attempts to get off by 
merely working the engines failing to get 
hur off, some £70 ta 274 tona cf coals were 
jetiisoned. Qa the evening of the 27th, 
about 10 o'clock, tho Krim succeeded in 
getting off, She bad no help from the 

aiphong except the uso of baskets and 
shovela for jettioning the coal, The peo- 
ple of the Haiphong were milling to give 
the ussiatance of coclies, tut the covlics 
were not, thomeclves, willing. The captain 
of the rim paid a visit to the captain of 
the Haiphong that evening snd seemed to 
lave attempted to come to somo definite 
agreciment with him ag ta the remuneration 
to be paid for the Arim’s services, bat 
nothing was acttled that ovening. He 
wont on buard ayain on the morning of 
(he 28th, and thero seemed, according to 
cortain evidenco, to havo boon rather a 
discussion ba ween the two Csptsino, in the 
presence of tho passongere of the Hai- 
phorg, as to terms, Ag amount was men- 
tiuned, something liky 50,000 francs ; but 
ga the suzyeation of one of the passengers 
jt was decided lo leave thy amount of re- 
muneration to be settled in Bongyony be- 
tween the partis interested on both sides, 
aud a lotter was given to the Captain of 
the Krim, signed by Captain Galleti of the 
Haiphong. — On the morning of the 28th a 
Chinese guabust arzived from Hoihow, and 
Jator in tho day, in anawer totha despatch 
af Captain Galleti, a number of junks. 
During tho 28%h and part of the 29th 
cargo wae discharged from the Haiphong 
into the junks Five attempts wero mado 
unsuccessfully by the Krim do tow hor off, 
after which tho Krim mado her way to 
Hongkong. Mr Francis asked his Lordship 
to remember that the Krim was noka voluu- 
teor salver. She went to give assistance at 
tho special roquest of her captain and any 
servicas rendered were salvage services, 
She was deluyed in hor voyage 115 hours, 
and a deductivn had boon made under her 
chartor party for that delay. In attemp' 
ing to salve the Haiphong, tho Krim got 
ashore herself und had to jettison 270 or} 
274 tons of coal for which the ownors had 
had to pay ; the vessel suffered daroage, in 
consequence of which, on arrival in Hong- 
konw, she had to be ducked and surveyed. 
By this she lost four days, and the plaintiffs 
had to pay aconsiderable bill to tho Dook 
Company for the repairs that had to be 
made upon hor to satisfy insyrance requires 
ments and make her aesworthy, and sho 
would have to be still furthor repaired, 
The claim of the plaintiffs amounted to 
$13,857, bat eounsol explained that tho 
ninount elainind for salvage services, irres- 
pective of a oumber of itema for damages, 
was originally £1000, and in turning that 
syia into dollars the plaiutiffe had taken 
the dollar at 2/3d, which, ho was afraid, 
was not quite u satisfactory Fasia for the 
conversiun of the sterling claim into dollars, 
The case went to proof, '

an undieputed fact that the British Con- 
salar Court of Yokohamo ruled tbat the 
P. & O, Co; could not bring a counterolaim 
aguinst H, M. the’ Emperor and rejeoted 
the claim. It being so, the Government 
did employ the name of H. M. the 
Emperor ia the course:of the pracecdings 
in the cage. So, wa askogain why thoGo- 
veroment omployed the vame of His Ma- 
jeaty. Secoudly; The Governmont replied 
thas, 28 tho name of ths Government Was 
employed {0 the petition in the case, the 
Government is not held responsible for 
whut happened in the course of the proceed~ 
ings. But the Government must be keld 
responsible for having allowed its ropro- 
sentatives to do ovorytbing as they pleas~ 
ed, Thirdly; What doos the Government 
moan by “precedent ?' and what is the 
dato of the precedent and the points of 
the case? Fourthly: Did the Government 
admit that precedent to beright? Fifthly : 
‘What does the Govertimeat intend to do— 
to remain satisfied with tho desision of the 
Supreme Court at Shanghai, or ty appeal 
against that ¢ e.sion ? 

The Government must be aware that 
its reproseutatives did usc tho name of 
HLM. at the fimo whan the case was 
appealed (0 the Supreme Court at Sliang- 
hal. IE so, the Government cannot svade 
responelbillty, under the pretext that that 
was tho action of its reprosontativen Iu 
reply to the question as to whother the 
Government did submit to tho jurisdiction 
of the Shanghai Court or not, the Govern- 
ment simpty replied thab the appeal was 
made in sccordunce with precedent, All 
procedents up to the present day have been 
illexamples. If suchill examples are to be 
observed, the resalt will be the invalidity 
of all treaties. When thp reproduction of 
the Natienal Readers was attempted. in 
Japan, for inetance, the Goverment 
ordered the undertaking.to bo atopped in 
consequence of an objeciion mada by the 
American Government.
